THE COLORADO BEETLE

The potato bug, or Colorado beetle, 
has again made its appearance in Al 
berta gardens, and in some instances 
these most destructive insects are far 
more numerous than they have ever 
been before. Gardens that have been 
entirely free from them before are 
badly infested this year and all grow- 
ers of tubers are warned to take every 
precaution in eradicating the pest. 

The most effective remedy is tu 
spray the potato tops with a solution 
of paris green, A quarter of a pound 
of paris green to seven gallons of 
water is sufficient for a 25-foot lot. 

Barly in the spring the Calgary 
Horticultural Society called attention 
to the necessity of spraying potatoes 
n view of the prevalence of the pest 
last year. ‘This advice, however, was 
not generally followed. No time 
hould therefore now be lost in under- 
takingy this work or the potato crop 
will most assuredly be ruined,

found necessary,

To make good preserve, to every 
two pounds of fruit add a teacupfui 
of water and three-quarters of a 
pound of sugar. Loaf sugar of the 
best qualit should be used, and will 
be found more satisfactory and cheap- 
‘rin the end. Allow the fruit to boi! 
for at least five minutes before add- 
‘ng the sugar, and it should come to 
the boil slowly, stir frequentl¥ to 
orevent it burning, keep it gently 
oiling for three-quatrers of an hour; 
then turn the jam out and slightly 
ool before putting it into jars. Tho:e 
who desire to mix apples with che 
‘erries must first stew them into u 
ulp before mixing. The quantities 
‘sed should be two pounds of apples 
peeled and cored to every eight pounds 
of blackberries, 

Blackberry Vinegar 

This is a most delicious and refresh- 
ing drink, used in the proportions’ of 
‘wo-thirds water to one-third of the 
syrup. 
a jar with an equal quantity of vin- 
egar. Let the mstand for a day, then 
squeeze out the juice, and keep adil- 
‘ng for two or three days in succes- 
sion as many berries as the vinepar 
will cover, each time pressing out the 
juice with the back of a wooden spoon. 
To every quart of liquid thus ob- 
tained, put two pounds of loaf sugur, 
and boil for ten minutes. Strain 
when quite cool and bottle carefully. 
If stored in a dry place will keep for 
some considerable time. 


Blackberry Syrup 

Here is a simple remedy for colis. 
Stew the berries with a little water 
to extract the juice, strain through a 
coarse cloth, and to every pint of 
juice allow 6 oz. of loaf sugar. Boil 
sugar and juice together for a quar- 
ter of an hour; then bottle for use. 

Blackberry Junket 

Blackberry junket is an easy dish 
to make and very appetising. Take 
one quart of new milk (or milk of 
the same temperature as new), add 
a little salt, whites of two eggs beaten 
to a froth, one teaspoonful of cane 
sugar, and one teaspoonful of rennet, 
Pile up in a glass dish, blackberries 
und sliced sweet pears or apples, and 
pour the above mixture over, let it 
stand for a quarter of an hou rin a 
cool place. Serve with custard or 
cream,

BY all accounts the Canadian Folksong and Handi- 
craft Festival held at the Chateau Frontenac, 
Quebec, under the auspices of the National Museum
